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GREAT STRIKESHOWSNOCHANGE 


After Six Weeks of Conflict Each Side is Just 


Where It Was at the Start, With No Sign 


of Settlement in Sight. 


PUUburg, Pa., Aug. 24.—The clos- 


ing of the sixth week of the great 
fit«el strike finds the controversy ap* 
patently as far from settlement as it 
was ou. the 13th of July, wiiei tae 
joint conference of manufacturers 
nnd workers disagreed, and President 
Staffer, of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of Iron, Steel and Tin Work- 
ers, issued his first oi'der calling out 
the employes of the sheet s*eel and 
steel hoop companies. 


After forty-three days botn sides 


maintain the same firm front, ami 'he 
contest, which has been waged bitter- 
ly, with varrying success, gives 
promise of continuing for an in- 
definite period. 


Yesterday's conference of labor 


leaders to devise means for bringing 
ubout a settlement was devoid of re- 
eults and it rests with the conferees 
us individuals to seek another con- 
ference for the Amalgamated associ* 
ation with the United States steel 
corporation executives, or to arrange 
for arbitrating the differences. 


According to the statement of the 


participants no mention was made of 
the miners or other trades taking 
sympathetic action. 
In short, the 


meeting made no effort to extend the 
strike to affiliated trades. 


SHAPFER IS SATISFIED. 


When seen this morning President 


Shaffer expressed himself as well 
satisfied with the situation up to the 
present time. He reiterated liis for- 
mer statements that the association 
still held several surprises in store 
for the manufacturers, but he refused 
to give any information as to what 
they were. In regard to the report 
that Chief P. M. Arthur, of the 
-Brotherhood of Locomotive Engin- 
eers, had written to him in reply to 
a letter asking what support the 
strikers could expect from the en- 
gineers, and that Mr. Arthur had an- 
swered that he could not call liis men 
out, or ask them to refuse to handle 
non-union freight, President Shaffer 
positively refused to talk. 
All he 


would say was: 


"I never wrote a letter to Mr* 


Arthur in my life."

INDIANA MAN IN BIG CONSPIRACY 


Collector Hoey and Deputies at Nogales, Ari., 


Arrested for Smuggling Chinese into the 


Country at Price per Head. 


Washington, Aug. 24.—Probably 


the most important arrests ever made 
in connection with the smuggling1 of 
Chinese across the Mexican border 
into the United States were made 
yesterday in Arizona, when William 
M, Hoey, collector of customs at 
Nog-ales; B. F. Jossey, an emigrant 
inspector; Frank How, a Chinaman 
living in Nogales, and another China- 
niaii living at CHffton, Mexico, just 
Across the border from Nogales, were 
taken into custody by special agents 
of the treasury and secret service 
operatives. 
Other arrests are ex- 


ported to follow within a day or two. 


Tt is stated that with two or three 


exceptions the whole customs and 
immigration administrations at No- 
gales are involved. 
Some time ago 


an official of the treasury department 
having- Nogales as his 'headquarters 
wrote the department that he had 
reason to believe the official force at 
that point was corrupt, and that Chi- 
nese in large numbers were being 
smuggled across the border for a con- 
sideration. 


A secret service operative was sent 


there at once and plans laid to-secure 
evidence against the persons under 
suspicion. 
Several Chinamen were 


furnished with money and sent on to 
buy their way through the official 
cordon. This was accomplished with- 
out difficulty, the price demanded be 
ing from $50 to $200. 
The secret 


service men also arranged with one 
or two employes whose honesty had 
been tested to go into the collector's 
office and demand a share of the 
money being received from Chinamen 
andJto be admitted into <the combina- 
tion so that they might get their 


k of the proceeds of future deals* 


This was reluctantly agreed to'and 
considerable suons of money were 
handed over in the presence and full 
hearing of a secret service man, who 
had previously secreted himself in a 
nearby closet. 
The 
officials 
soon 


found that Chinamen who presented 
a certificate marked with the letter 
A were allowed to proceed without 
question, while those having certifi- 
cates that did not bear this cabalistic 
mark were turned back without cere- 
mony. 


Later on it was developed that tho 


lette A on a certificate indicated that 
the amount demanded had been paid. 
Several Chinamen were sent through 
with the requisite A mark ou their 
certificates made by one of .the secret 
service men. 
The utmost care and 


secrecy was maintained from the first 
to secure positive proof against each 
man under suspicion. 
A special 


United States attorney will be de- 
tailed to prosecute tine- persons ai* 
rested,

of the bloodiest and most cruel in 
he history of northern OMtexico.

number of years ago he organized a 
mall band robbers and began opera- 
tions in the mountains.

reight trains and every kind of trav- 
lers perished as he met them, and 
heir money and valuables were ap- 
propriated by his crowd. 
Several 


times the authorities have captured 
and executed some of his men, but as 
lten lie replenished his ranks and 
kept up the bloody work. 


Many ranches have been raided and 
he women and children, as well as 
the men, were ^lain like dogs. Houses 
were burned, and 
the property of 


every kind destroyed before the gang 
proceeded on its way. Last year the 
gang was almost broken up. but Val- 
despino succeeded in escaping. 
For 


ieveral months nothing was heard of 
lim, but this summer he mustered 
another band of followers and began 
his work again* 
Numerous posses 


f rurales were sent on his trail, but 
he succt eded in keeping out of their 
path* 


About two weeks ago he raided a 


wagon train and killed several per- 
sons aiid the authorities found his 
trail. 
For ten days they followed in 


close pursuit, and one afternoon of 
ast week overtook them in the Can- 
you de Villalbo. The fight was furi- 
ous and six soldiers were killed. After 
a fight of over un hour the firing of 
the soldiers was not returned, and on 
closer approach dead men were found 
scattered* along the gulch. 
In this 


number was the body of Voldespino, 
who was shot in several places. Sev- 
eral of the party are thought to havo 
escaped, but nothing is feared from 
them, since their leader is dead.

Without question this old church is 


the most remarkable as well as the 
finest of all the misdon buildings to 
"be found in the southwest. It is lo- 
cated in the Santa Cruz valley, on 


f the Papago Indian reservation, nine 


* miles from the city of Tucson, Ariz. 


The history of the mission is too long 
to b3 considered at length, but an 
outline of a few important historical 
facts in connection with it can be 
given. 


The mission was founded in 1601 


by Father Eusebio Kino and Father 
Maria de Salvatierra, 
both of thr> 


Society 
of Jesus. 
Following 
the 


lieroic example of Fiay Marcos de 


and Fray Juan de Pndilla, the 


Franciscans, the former of whom had 
entered what is now the 
territory 


embraced by Arizon?. and New Hex- 
ico as early as 1539, and the latter a 
short time thereafter. Father Kino, 
with his associates, zealous for the 
salvation of the countless souls in 
the benighted land, came, in 1691, 
under the direction of his superiors. 
"but at his ownso Kcitation, to the 
mission of Dolores, in Sonora, where 
lie established his headquarters. He 
entered immediately upon his mis- 
sionary work and founded the mis- 
sions of Guevax'i and Snn Xavier del 


extending his labors as far as 


the Gila river. 


His: work was 
productive, 
vast 


numbers of the Indians 
being re- 


ccived into the church. 
He taught 


them to till the soil and to engage in 
pursuits conducive to their 
happi- 


ness and prosperity. Thus he laboicd 
for twenty-nine years, when lie died. 
After him the fatheis of the Society 
of Jesus ministered to the needs until 
the year 1767, when, by decree of the 


the Jesuits 
were ex- 


pelled from Spanish dominion in all 
parts of the world. 


The missions of Sonoro and Arizona 


were then given into the hands of the 
Franciscans, and in June, 1763, Fray 
Francisco Garces?, of that order, took 
residence at the missions 
of San 


Xavier del Bac. In 1781 he lost his 
life at this mission in a general up-, 
rising of the Indians. 
After quiet 


3ind been restored the Franciscans re- 
sumed their labors among the Indiana 
of the mission. 


In 17S3, 
under the diicction oi 


Fray Ealthassar Carillo, the erection 
of the mission church of San Xavier 
del Bac was begun, and later was con- 
tinued under the 
administration of 


his successor as superior of the mis- 
sion, Fray Narciso Gutienes. 
The 


work of building continued for four- 
teen years, the labor being perform- 
ed mainly by the Indians, under the 
direction of the Franciscan fathers. 
The dedication of the church 
took 


place in 1797, and if any reliance 
may be placed in tradition, it was 
the occasion of the- greatest fiesta the 
Santa Cruz valley had ever witnessed. 


INDIANS ASSISTED BUILDING. 
The mission flourished for a time, 


but in that period, when the 
new 


necessity infrequent. 


la 1859 Eight Kev. J. B. Lamy, 


bishop of Santa Fe, sent his vicar 
general. Very Rev. J. P. Machcbcuf, 
into Arizona to make report. Father 
Machebcuf found many of the old 
missions in utter ruin, the church of 
San Xavier del Bac being the only 
one which had not suffered hope- 
less dtcay. 
Even 
its 
wonderful 


beauty had been marred by the ef 
fccts of long neglect, although its 
structural endurance remained prac- 
tically unimpaired. Leakage, now- 
ever, had injured its vaults, fres- 
coes and aiches, and in order to pre- 
vent luithcr damage he had a coat 
of mortar applied to the entire our* 
side s-urface. 
Father Machebeut re- 


turned to Santa Fe and made Ins re- 
port to his b&hop, who subsequently 
seat a priest 
to take permanent 


Charge of the mission. The mission 
is now attended by the priests oi 
the cathedral at Tucson. 


DECOKATIONS VALUABLE. 


The church belongs to the -Moorish 


style.

Ten boys vol- 
tnteercd to grow corn and they ac- 
tually raised 30,000 bushels, which 
vas sold and afterward convci ted 
nto thirty-five head of steers. 
Each steer was branded with an in- 
iividual brand chosen by the boy 
twncr. 
This made them prouder 


;han ever and more industrious. 
Ivcry boy at the agency wanted to 
;o to work at once and as n result of 
that experiment the Chcycnncs are 
the most industrious farmers of any 
tribe so recently on the warpath.

KORE DANGEROUS THAN THE 


GAMBLING DEN.

Among the ministers nt the Inn

converted gambler, who had beer: a 
saloonkeeper as well, arose and gave 
his experience, in the course of which 
he spoke of the social card pauy, one 


f the most dangerous social evils of 
the times. 
We give his wcids in the 


hope that they may prove a warning 
to the many young people who con- 
sider social caid parties a handles:: 
amusement. 
This converted gamb- 


ler and saloonkeeper s?.id: 


('I have'been in the saloon bus'ues^, 


with a gambling room attached, for 
the last four years, and claim to know 
something about what I am now «o- 
ing, to tell you. I do not believe that 
the gambling den is near so danger- 
ous, nor docs it do anything like the 
same amount of harm as the social 
card party in the home. 


"I give this as my reason: 
In the 


gambling room 
the 
windows are 


closed tight, and the curtains are 
pulled clown; everything is conducted 
secretly for fear of detection, and 
none -but gamblers, as a rule, enter 
there. 
While m the parlor all have 


access to the game, children are per- 
mitted to watch it, young people are 
invited to partake in it. 
It is made 


attractive and alluring by giving 
prises, serving 
refreshments and 


adding high social enjoyments. 


"Vor my part, I never could see the 


difference between playing for a piece 
of silver molded in the shape of 
money and silver molded in the shape 
of a cup or a thimble. 
The principle 


is the same, and whenever property 
changes hands over the luck of cards, 
no matter how small is the value of 
the prize, I believe it is gambling1. 


"Perhaps you have never thought 


of it. but where do all the gamblers 
come from? 
They are not-taught in 


the gambling dens. 
A 'greener/ un- 


less he is a fool, never enters a gamb- 
ling hell, because he knows that ho 
will be fleeced out of everything he 
possesses in less than fifteen minutes. 
He has learned somewhere else beforo 
he sets foot inside of such a place. 
When he has played in the parlor, in 
the social game of the home, and hss 
become proficient enough to win 
piizes among his friends, the next, 
step 
with him is to seek out 
the 


gambling room, for he his learned, 
and now counts upon his efllc:»a^y to 
hold his own. 


''The saloon 
men 
and gamblers 


chuckle and smile when thay -«nd in 
the papers of 'the parlor games given 
(by the ladies, for they know that 
after a while those same men will be- 
come the patrons of tluir business. 
I siy, then, the parlor ™ame is tho 
coljcge where gamblers are made and 
educated. 
In the name of Uod men, 


«top this business in your haines. 
Uuin up your decks and wr.sli your 
hands. 


"The other day I overheard two la- 


dies talking ou the street. 
Ona said: 


(I am going to have a card parry, and 
am going to the store to buy a pack 
of cards. 
Which are the bes: kind 


to get?' 
The other replied: *Get the 


Anfffi) Card. 
It has an angel on tho 


back.* 


••Think,'' said he, "of dragging the 


pure angels of heaven into this in- 
fernal business." 


After he had taken his s<jj; another 


converted ex-gambler, who led the 
men's meeting in the Second Presby- 
terian church the following Sabbath, 
arose and said: 


"I indorse every word which the 


brother before me has just uttered. I 
was a gambler. 
I learned to piay 


cards, not in ,the saloon, not in my 
own home, but in the homes of my 
young friends, who invited me to 
play with them and taught me how.* 


A number of men went home from 


that afternoon meeting and set up a 
now rule in the families, that never 
should another game be played in* 
side their house; that their parlors 
should not become kindergartens for 
training young gamblers. 


In this connection the Review give: 


the testimony of another converted 
gambler and saloonkeeper^ one wel 
known throughout Indiana and othc: 
states in which he has lectured, con 
cerning- the evil of the social game o 
cards? as leading to the drink habit 


"I have seen many and many a 


young man ruined and lured into th 
gambling and''drink habit," he said 
"through the influence of the socia 


card party. 
Young men who were 


permitted to play cards at home muS 
who played at the homes of their 
young lady acquaintances drifted by 
degrees into the club hall, then into 
the saloon, and then into tbc gimb- 
ing den, where they became nightly 
iabitues, confirmed gamblers, and at 
last miserable drunkards." 


In speaking of his career as a 


saloonkeeper, this same converted 
gambler said:

my richly furnished slaughter pen 
irtd, retiring1 within its fnlal walls, 
iave met the heartless consolrtion.

safety of Fort Wayne, in their suit 
against Joseph V. Fox, city comp- 
troller of the city of Fort V/aync. 
This is one of the suits growing out 
of the passage by the last legislature 
of the law commonly known as the 
"Port Wayne charter amendments " 
The provision of the- law that is the 
basis of the present 
case is that 


which creates u board of public safe- 
ty for Fort Wayne, the members of 
which are to be apopinted in the 
first instance by the governor. When 
(Messrs* Goalee, Batth and Trentman 
offered their official bonds to <>mp- 
troller Fox preparatory to taking 
their offices that official refused to 
accept the bonds on tlie ground that 
the law under which the men were 
appointed was unconstitutional. 


The board of safety immediately 


began a suit for mandamus in the 
nrame of the state to compel POJC to 
accept their bonds. 
Tlie complaint 


attacked the charter 'amendment in 
question on the ground that the leg- 
islature has no authority to plase 
the fire department of any city in 
Indiana under the control of a bsard 
of safety. The contention was fur* 
ther made that although the part of 
the law relating1 to the control of 
the police system of Fort Wayne 
by the board of safety might be con- 
stitutional, the two parts were so 
colsely interwoven thlat tlie whole 
law must be declared 
unconstitu- 


tional and void if any part of it 
should be so declared. 


The attorneys 
for the board of 


safety, in their brief filed yester- 
day, argue that the law is consti- 
tutional as to both parts and, even 
if it should be unconstitutional as 
to the part relating- to the fire de- 
partment, it may toe held constitu- 
tional as regards the 
police and 


other departments of the city gov- 
ernment 


Answering 
the 
contention 
of 


Comptroller Fox's counsel that these 
officials (members of the board of 
safety) ought to be elected by the 
people, the brief says: 


"Upon a, hasty consideration of the 


proposition it would seem that it 
would be best that 
all 
officers 


charged with duties peculiarly local 
should bo elected by the particular 
persons whom they are 
to serve 


And under ordinary circumstances 
and usual conditions t.his is true, 
and it is probably true under all 
circumstances, provided the locality 
to be represented and to make the 
selection is sufficiently large to rep- 
resent the average opinion of the 
people who are to be more or less 
affected by the action of the officers 
selected. 
STATE SHOULD TAKE A HAND. 


"It is not difficult, however, for 


the people of Indiana, to conceive of 
a condition of affairs in a particular 
municipality where the best inter- 
ests of the people 
could not 
be 


served by their officers being select- 
ed by the local ejectors, 
Instances 


have arisen and may again arise 
where particular localities have be- 
come so lost to- the necessity of d^- 
cent government that they would 
not select officers to enforce their 
laws, and tbe lack of such enforce- 
ment was injurious not only to the 
local comnranity, but was injurious 
to neighboring- communities, in fact, 
injurious *to the peace, dignity r»na 
good name of the whole state. So 
that the ccmrt should hesitate before 
declaring that the people have been 
unwise in the construction of their 
constitution. 
The time may come 


when it will be absolutely necessary 
for the protection of the whole state 
that 'the public sentiment of 
the 


whole state shall control in the local 
government of some particular com- 
munity, and we shall probably fine, 
upon the whole, that upon questions 
of this character the legislature can 
be depended upon to carry out tlie 
wishes of the people of the whole 
state, if not of some particular lo 
cality. 


**The questions under discussion 


are by this case for the first tiive 
fully and fairly presented to 'Us 
court for decision, and we reaMze 
that the decision may be far-reach* 
ing in Us results, and we can con- 
ceive .the possibility, if the ques- 
tions are decided for the appellants, 
of future legislatures making exten- 
sive changes in ihe matter of mu- 
nicipal government, and possibly ex- 
tending the powers of officers to be 
appointed by the executive depart- 
ment over a wider territory than h?.s 
been heretofore attempted. This, jn 
the present state of public opinion, 
would certainly be undesirable and 
unnecessary. 
."We think it unfair to assume that 


such legislation will be attempted 
unless it -becomes necessary. 
The 


strong party spirit which prevails 
is the only thing which indicates 
anything in that direction. 
Upon 


the other hand, if this case is de- 
cided adversely to appellants it will 
be an encroachment by the judiciary 
upon the constitution to an extent 
that would

dangerous than the dangers adverted 
to, and in addition to that it will 
put it entirely without the power 
of the legislature to protect and pre- 
serve localities from themselves in 
the event that it becomes necessary."

Indeed, they believe 


China is anxious to wind up tiie ne- 
gotiations speedily. Decrees reciting 
the punishments and suspending the 
examinations will be issued before 
the Chinese signatures are affixed. 
Prince Ching, at the request of the 
empress dowager, telegraphed to her 
verbatim the restrictions as to the 
importation of arms. 


Li Hung Chang, having practically 


conducted all the active negotiations, 
has retired into the background, leav 
ing to Prince Ching the responsibil- 
ity of consummating the work. Earl 
Li finds himself in the same precari- 
ous position that he occupied at tha 
close of the negotiations 
following 


the war with Japan. 
The native 


press is unanimous in violently de- 
nouncing him for what is called liis 
surrender to the foreigners, and a 
number of officials have petitioned 
the emperor for betraying his coun- 
try.

THEORY OF DIVORCE. 


"No relation exists between the so- 


cial condition of the people and the 
large number of divorces granted 
each year." said State 
Statistician 


Johnson yesterday, in on interview 
which is printed in the Indianapolis 
Journal. 
"At least, the statistics 


that I have gathered on the subject 
of marriages and divorces do not in- 
dicate any such relation. 
For in- 


stance, in some of the older counties, 
where one would naturally expect the 
social conditions to be on the highest 
plane—such counties as Hamilton, 
Hancock, 
Hendricks. 
Henry and 


Howard—the ratio of divorces to mar- 
riage licenses runs about 10 to 12U 
per cent., and I find that those are 
pretty near the averages of all the 
other counties. 


'So that the only way that I cau 


see to remedy the laxity in securing: 
marriage licenses and divorces in this 
state/' continued the statistician, "is 
to throw about the marriage contract 
such restrictions as will make it more 
difficult for people to rush into matri- 
mony recklessly." 


Mr. Johnson has compiled statistics 


showing the number of divorces 
granted to the wife and the number 
to the husband in each county of the 
state, together with the causes al- 
leged in the complaints for these di* 
vorces, for the year ending June 30. 
From these figures it appears that 
the important causes for the granting 
of divorces in Indiana are abandon- 
ment, cruel treatment by husband, 
failure of husband to provide, drunk- 
enness 
and 
misconduct. 
Minor 


causes are incompatibility and con- 
viction of a crime. The statistics tor 
the entire state are as follows: 


Divorces granted to wife. 1,967: to 


husband. 659; for misconduct, 250; 
incompatibility, 33; abandonment by 
husband. 792; cruel treatment by 
husband. 901; drunkenness. 205; fail- 
ure of husband to provide, 392. and 
criminal conviction. 33.

Affairs at the pumping1 station on

The Tsangpo is in several respects 


the most remarkable 
river in the 


world. It is the highest of all navi- 


Sitrcams, llowing for nearly a 


thousand miles at an elevation of 
from 11,000 to 14,000 feet. During 
the greater part of its course its cur- 
rent is sluggish, but for a hnndied 
miles or more the mighty river, in its 
descent to the coast plain, runs with 
•tho £>pecd 
of a mountain 
torrent. 


Though one of the Iragest of central 
Asian streams, it has never been fol- 
lowed from its souice to its mouth, 
and until recently it was doubtful 
o£ which of two well known rivers 
it w.»s the headwater. 


The Tsangpo rises in the extreme 


southwestern coiner of Thibet, at a 
height of nearly 15.000 feet. 
Re- 


ceiving the drainage of the slopes of 
the Himalayas and of a little known 
Thibetan 
range 
running parallel 


with these mountains, 
it soon be- 


comes a stream wide and deep enough 
to be navigable, There is a consider- 
able boat traffic upon it at an eleva- 
tion of little below tho summit of 
Mount Blanc. It flows due east for 
some 800 miles, receiving numerous 
large tributaries from both south and 
north, and when near Lhasa it is, at 
low water, nearly a third of a mile 
wide and twenty feet deap; in flood, 
two miles 
wide and 
of unknown 


depth. In longtitude 94 degrees east 
it makes a sharp bend to the south 
and passes through the Himalayas 
in a course known only to the sav- 
ages who dwell nuan its precipitous 
banks. 


Whcui last seen by an explorer it 


is r-.t a height oM'rom 8.000 to 11,000 
feet, but when it emerges in Assam 
it is only 400 feet above son level. 
Prom this point it pursues Us slug- 
gish way 1'cr another 800 miles :*.s 
the Brahmaputra to the Ganges and 
the bay of Bengal. There has 'been 
a lonj> ccntrovcisy, into the details 
of which it is not necessary to enter, 
as to -^nether the Ir.iwaddy or the 
Biahimtputra is the continuation of 
the TFAn&ipo. Though there has been 
as yet no direct evidence—the last 
expedient of thvowing in marked logs 
in Thibet having- failed—the general 
consensus of scientific opinion is in 
favor of the Brahmaputra, and the 


• latest English gazetteer desori'hss it 
under this name. 


It is Inrdly to be expected thai 


pure science will be much benefited 
by the lifting of the veil which hangs 
over this part of the river's course. 
But there can be little doubt that it 
hides scenes of 'magnificent beauty 
and grandeur which will thrill the 
expectant world and give it new and 
nobler conceptions. 


Tho imagination fails to grasp the 


reality, as there is no other instance 
on earth of a large river dropping 
8,000 feet in 150 miles, plunging 
with a mad rush of a mountain brook 
hemmed in by ranges- whose peaks 
are from 13,000 to 22,000 feet

that, instead of the orthodox 103 
beads, theie were only ICO, and that 
he dropped one at every 100 steps, 
which were uniformly 2K feet long. 
If he were 
watched carefully, he 


would -be seen to steal from camp at 
night, when all else were sleeping, if 
biting wind, freezing cold, and driv- 
ing snow permit, with his box and 
tea bowl. 
Taking from beneath the 


fah * bottom of his box a few instru- 
ments, and pouring some quicksilver 
int-> his tea bowl for an artificial 
hoiizon, he makes an observation cf 
some star, notes the condition of 
baiometer and 
thermometer, com- 


pares his chronometer with his wat?h 
and then goes back to camp to write 
up his journal, and at length to sleep. 


Years after the traveler might see 


this same man at the Great Trigono- 
metrical survey in Calcutta reading 
to an Englsh officer his journal, ex- 
plaining his observations and route 
survey, and narrating his abventures 
—in one instance these included seven 
years' slavery in Thibet. 
He asks 


who he is, nnd is amazed to learn 
that he is only a schoolmaster in a 
little Himalayan village in the dis- 
trict of Kumaon. 


What is his reward for these years' 


long- toils, sufferings, and dangers, 
this daily risking his Hfe in an at- 
tempt to add to the world's knowl- 
edge? A little piece of land, possibly 
a small pension, and, while he is able 
to sei ve—oblivion. 
But soon the 


scientific joninals will 'be full of ac- 
counts of the womlciful jomney of 
th* native Indian explorer, the great 
extent and maivclous accuracy of his 
survey, his pluck and endurance, his 
fertility of re&oiuac, and, above all 
his sin^le-hcai ted devotion to the 
causa of science.

Singh, who had been in the service of 
the brothers Schlagintweit during 
their explorations in Kashmir, was 
the first man to receive the necessary 
training for the work. At the head 
quarters of the survey he was tnugh 
the use of the sextant, compass, ete. 
to recognize all the larger stars, t 
walk with paces of uniform, lengtl 
and to make a simple route survey 
When these things had been suf 
ficiently acquired he was sent to ex 
plore the Tsangpo from its source t 
India, if possible. It was 1865 be 
fore he succeeded in establishin 
himself in Tibet as a trader desirin 
to buy horses and at the same time a 
a -pious Buddhist to do homage to th 
Lhasa Lama. 
His "instrumenta 


equipment consisted, of a large sex 
tnnt, two box sextants, prismatic an 
pocket compass, thermometers for ob- 
serving temperature of air and of 
boiling water, pocket chronometer 
and common watch, with apparatus, 
the latter reduced as much as possi- 
ble.'* 


After numerous adventures he fin- 


ally reached Lhasa, where he had an 
interview with, the Grand Lama, 
whom he described as a fair and 
handsome boy of about thirteen years 
of age, seated on a throne six feet 
high, attended by two of the highest 
priests, each holding a bundle of 
peacock feathers. In this journey he 
was able to follow the course of the 
river only to the neighborhood of 
Lhasa, some 600 miles. Nor did ho 
succeed in tracing it farther in n sec- 
ond journey, made seven years latei 
—a journey memorable, however 
from the fact that he made a route 
survey of 4,319 miles, 1,200 of whicl 
were through country never previous 
ly explored, and took 407 observa- 
tions. 
During all this time he was 


known to the scientific world only a: 
the "Pundit," but the sufferings o 
this last journey having so affected 
his health as to compel him to giv 
up his connection with the survey 
his name was disclosed. He has beci 
followed by others, among whom 
those known as A—k, D— m—g an 
K> P., have accomplished .the most i 


plains of Assam has been absolutely 
prohibited hitherto 
by the Indian 


government on the entirely reason- 
able ground that there is almost a 
certainty that the explorer would be 
killed by the savage Mishmis, who 
are intolerably jealous of the presence 
of a stranger in their country. This 
would necessitate a punitive expedi- 
tion costly in treasure and in life— 
an evil by no means commensurate 
with the gain of having satisfied 
what is, after all, pure curiosity.

The Tsangpo has been explored, 


however, with the exception of this 
150 miles, notwithstanding the oppo-

She said, however, she 
nly wanted as much ground as could 
e covered by an ox-hide, and they, 
eeing no harm in this request, 
ranted it. Thereupon Dido cut the 
kin into the thinnest possible strips, 
nd stretching- them from end to end, 
laimetl all the soil they inclosed. 
This inclosed ground became the 


ourse — from the Greek word mean- 
ng ox-hide— of the subsequent city 
f Carthage, and from it the hide as 
land measure may have afterward, 
hrough the ages, made its way to 
ingland. 
A story something akin to the Dido 


ncident, and possibly growing out of 
t, is told of the first coming of the 
)utch to Manhattan. 
The Indians 


efused to give or sell any of their 
oil. 
Finally they were asked for

GEN. MILES SET A HAKD-PACE. 


General Miles went the other day 


to review some militia manoeuvres 
ind a sham battle at Leesburg. Va.T 
'elates the New York Times. 
The 


militiamen were honored by his pres- 
ence, but many of their leading offi- 
cers think the price paid for Gener.il 
Miles' presence was too high. 
The 


old soldier entered thoroughly into 
the spirit of the thing, and in the 
afternoon he stratcd to take a ride 
across the country. The militia offi- 
cers undertook to accompany him, 
and had the time of their lives. 
None of them could keep up with the 
old Ind ian 
fighter. 
M iles 
went 


charging across all sorts of inaccessi- 
ble and untraversable regions where 
no well-regulated horse and no horse- 
man Regardful of his own comfort 
ought to go. The officers could not 
abandon General Miles without dis- 
courtesy, and they did their best to 
keep up with him in his practical ex- 
hibition of rough riu*ng. 
Most of 


them succeeded to some extent—that 
is, they were able to keep him in 
sight a part of the time. 
General 


Miles is a highly dignified gentle- 
man, but it is said that there was a 
suspicious smile at the comers of his 
mouth as he arrived in camp. 


Muhammad Abdullah be- 


longs to the Habi Sulieman Ogaden 
tribe; he married into the Dolbahanta 
AH Gheri. 
He is a man still in the 


prime of life, but has only recently 
become a dominant factor in the mil- 
itaiy and political situation of the 
protectorate. 


"At the beginning of 1809, how- 


ever. the Mullah, on the pica of r. 
theft of camels committed by the 
Habr Yunis (who live -within the 
protectorate), raided the territory of 
thnt 
tribe, 
occupied the town 'of 


Burao, and assumed an cittiture an- 
tagonistic to the protectorate govern- 
ment, giving out that he intended to 
rule the interior, leaving the coast 
to the Europeans. 
He is stated to 


have forced persons to join his sect, 
to 
have 
threatened 
expeditions 


against tribes which opposed 'him, 
and to have levied blackmail. general* 
ly. 
By these means he, for the mo- 


ment, established himself as a con* 
sidcrable power in the Dolbahanta 
country, an integral pail of the pro- 
tectorate. 


"In April, 1800, the Mullah's im- 


mediate following war* estimated by 
Colonel Sadler as fi.OOO men, but he 
was then believed to be in possession 
of only sixty modern rifles and a 
small quantity of ammunition. 


"In the following August the Mul- 


liyh again raided the eastern sections 
or Habr Yani tribes, and 
Burao with a force estimated at '!,- 
SCO men, with a large .pioportion of 
horse/ and was then believed to pos- 
sess about 200 rifles ami a limited 
amount of ammunition. 
He gave 


himself out as the Mahcli, and dis- 
patched men to all the Tabr Toljaada 
tribes, ordering them to join him at 
Burao. 
It was even rumored that 


he intended to advance on Berbera. 
On this the dispatch of ft British ex- 
pedition to d^Al with the Mullah war, 
proposed by the consul general, who 
then considered that a force of *100 
mounted men and 300 infantry would 
be adequate/ 
It was calculated that 


the Mullah could have concentrated 
1.000 men to meet this force, for 
which Buaro was proposed as t'he ob- 
jective. 
Delay was, however, deemed 


expedient by the government, having 
regard to the state of affairs in other 
salts of the world. 


"In December, 1899. the Mullah's 


following dwindled; 'there were in- 
dications that the Dolbahanta was 
getting too hot for him.* and he re- 
tired across the protectorate frontier 
to three or four days* march south of 
Bohotele, in 
the 
Ogaden country. 


Here he busied himself in trying- to 
combine the Ogaden tribes against 
the tribes in the protectorate, who 
had abandoned his cause, and in 
looting caravans. 


**In March, 1900. an Abyssinian 


expedition of about 1.500 well-armed 
men was despatched from Harrar into 
the Ogaden country to deal with the 
Mullah, but his forces evaded it. The 
.Ybyssinians then fell back, after loot- 
ing the country. 


<*0n this the Mullah, retaining with 


him his own immediate following o£ 
1,000 men (half of whom were by 
now eauipped with rifles), and1 his 
ponies, sent forward G,000 spearmen 
(chiefly of the Gallas and Harrari 
tribes) to attack the Abyssinian 
force, which had halted at a watering 
place, and thero 
intrenched in a 


strong double ssareba. In the attack. 
which WAS delivered in broad day- 
light with much boldness, the SD- 
malis are leported to have retaken all 
tho looted stock, ami although they 
had not a single rifle, even to have 
penetrated the ssareba, but they were 
eventually beaten 'off -with a loss of 
2,G50 men. 
The Abyssinians made 


no attempt to pui^ue, and are report- 
ed lo have been inspired with a 
wholesome dread of the Somalis. 


"On June 9 Colonel Harrington tel- 


cgraphc'd from Jibuti that Menelek 
proposed a combined movement x>f 
British 'and Abyssinian forces against 
the Mullah. 
Colonel 
Harrington 


recommended the acceptance of this 
proposal as 'our political opponents 
represent us as encouraging the Mul- 
lah's action.' 


"In August the tribes affected by 


tho Mullah's raids complained bit- 
terly to the consul general that unless 
•we protect 
their summer 
grazing 


grounds from the attacks of the Mul- 
lah their stock will starve, as the 


ability to protect them, and'unless 
that confidence is 
maintained we 


shall not be able to count on their 
allegiance, and they will be driven to 
make the best terms they can with 
t'he Mullah.* 


**0n the day following the consul 


general telegraphed that the 'posi- 
tion, owing to the Mullah's move- 
ment, is unsupportable,* and that if 
joint operations with the Abyssinians 
caimot be arranged, he must move 
out alone with*all available forces 
and tribal levies from the Ishak tribe 
to punish the Mullah's allies around 
Bohotele. 


"Colonel Sadler suggested raising 


native levies to deal with the in- 
tolerable situation/ 


"On November 3 the consul general 


telegraphed that he heard from Har- 
rington that Menelek would co-oper- 
ate with a strong force, and he, there- 
fore, strongly recommended immedi- 
ate concerted action to drive the Mul- 
lah out of Ogaden. 
He proposed to 


raise a levy of 1,000 men (of whom 
two companies would be mounted), 
with a proper complement of British 
officers; Captain Swayne to be given 
loc.il lank to 'command the -whole 
force.'* 


Theee local levies weie accordingly 


rained 
and 
oilicered 
by 
Colonel 


Swayac and seventeen British officers. 
As we now know, this leavening of 
British leaders was enough to give 
tho raid levies such superiority over 
tribesmen of exactly the same blood 
as to inflict a crushing defeat on a 
force reckoned at sixteen times their 
own number. This is. indeed, a strik- 
ing tribute to the organizing and 
leading faculty possessed by the Brit- 
ish oflicev over native levies.

WHAT WAS PAID INDIANS. 
Of the vast amount of money paid 


by the government for its great pub- 
lic estate, nearly half, or about $200,- 
000,000, has been paid to the Indians 
for quit claim deeds to territory 
under their control. Another $100,- 
000,000 has been paid to states and 
foreign countries for land. 
To sur- 


vey this land and pay the expenses 
of the land office from tlie foundation 
of the government to the present day 
lias cost nearly $200,000,000. 


When the United States govern- 


ment first went into the land busi- 
ness the only idea which prevailed 
was to sell the public domain in n:iy 
quantity to anyone who might apply 
it such price as could be realized. 
This system practically prevailed un- 
il 1S41, when the so-called 
cmption law was passed. This Is the 
first law which recognized 160 new 
of land as being the ideal size for a 
'arm or homestead. It was not pos- 
sible, however, to secure 
enough 


and under this law to carry out the 
nirposes of those desiring to create 
arge holdings, so in 1862 congress 
passed the homestead law, still leav- 
ng- the pre-emption law in effect, 
lowever. 


The homestead law come nearer to 


•cpresenting tho ideas of those who 
believed thftl the public land should 
be given to the people. This law rc- 
luirecl a live years' residence and evi- 
denc of good intention in the matter 
f cultivation before title passed from 
he government to the settler. 
The 


and schemers, however, soon became 
Unsatisfied with this and had the law 


so that after six months; 


csidencc tho settler could obtain 
itle by paying $1.25 per acre for the 
and, instead-of getting it free if he 
ived on it for five years. In 1873 
he timber culture law was parsed, 
which gave the settler the opportun- 
ty of acquiring another ICO acres by 
slanting a certain number of trees. 
Theoretically the law was correct in 
principle, but in practice the condi- 
ions were almost impossible, espec- 
ally on the semi-arid plains of tho 
west where few kinds of timber 
flourished. 


INIQUITOUS DESERT LAW. 
Still the land grabbers were- not 


satisfied. 
A big ranch company In 


California found it necessary to se- 
cure title to about 300,000 acres of 
and, which it desired to use for pas- 
urage; so this company agitated the 
enactment of a desert law, which en- 
abled them to secure title to the land 
by, ostensibly at least, 
furnishing 


;hat land with an artificial water 
supply. This scheme worked so suc- 
cessfully that the demand for such a 
desert law became general, and in 
1875 congress passed what is known 
\s the desert land act. This law 
still stands, and provides that any 
man can take up 640 acres of land 
and secure title thereto by creating 
an artificial water supply sufficient 
for irrigation within three years from 
the date of the original filing. 


In 1891 congress became alarmed 


at the inroads which were being 
made upon the public domain, not by 
homeseekers. but by great corpora- 
tions and individual land grabbers, 
who were constantly adding to their 
domains by dishonest use of the vari- 
ous land privileges which were theo- 
retically intended only to be exercised 
by citizens of the United States seek* 
ing a permanent home for themselves 
and their families. Strenuous efforts 
were made to check these wholesale 
land frauds, for under the laws as 
they then stood a citizen could se- 
cure 1,120 acres of land at compara- 
tively little expense to himself, and 
without complying with the purpose 
of the whole scheme—that of resi- 
dence and cultivation. 


PRE-EMPTION. 


On March 3, 1891, the agitation 


over this matter resulted in the re- 
peal of the pre-emption and timber 
culture laws. Under the timber cul- 
ture law there had been 245,394 orig- 
inal entries, covering an acreage of 
36,907,528 acres. TTp to the present 
time, out of all these filings, only 
58,213 final proofs, covering 8,671,- 
201 acres, have been made, and it is 
a notorious 'fact that probably nine-

The government has paid about 20 


cents per acre for all the land it 
owns, including the original cost, the 
cost of surveying and the cost of ad- 
ministration. 
The average price re- 


ceived for land sold has been about 
40 cents per acre, or double what was 
paid for it. 
If the government re- 


ceives the same price in the future 
is it has in the past the receipts from 
public land sales will balance the ac- 
count so far as the books of the land 
office 
are 
concerned* 
There 
are 


greater questions involved in this 
matter, however, than those of dollars 
and cents, for the administration of 
the public land in the past has -been 
one of the reckless prodigality and 
blindness to the future needs of a 
great nation. 


Over 100,000,000 acres have been 


given away in the form of bounties 
and for military services, over 10.- 
000.000 acres have been donated to 
the 
states.

100,000,000 


acres have passed to individuals un- 
der the notorious swamp laws, under 
which, by means of perjury and mis- 
representation, valuable agricultural 
land has been stolen in euormou3 
tracts. 
Over 100,000,000 acres have 


been given away for educational pur 
poses. 
Some of this land has ful- 


filled its-purpose, but from very little 
of it. have the schools to which it was 
granted received the full benefit. The 
states receiving this land have issued 
scrip, sold it to individuals at low

Arrested for Smuggling Chinese into the 


Country at Price per Head. 


Washiiii> ton, Aug. 24.—Probably 


the most Important arrests ever made 
in connection with the smuggling of 
Chinese across the Mexican border 
into the United States were made 
yesterday in Arizona, when William 
M. Hoey. collector 
of customs .it 


Nogales; B. F. Jossey, .an emigrant 
inspector; Frank How, a Chinaman 
living in Nogales, and another Chiua- 
m:m living at Cliff ton, Mexico, just 
.across the border from Nog-ales, were 
t-.ik«i into custody by special agents 
of the treasury and secret service 
operatives. 
Other arrests are ex- 


ported to follow within a day or two. 


It is stated that with two or three 


exceptions the whole customs and 
immigration administrations- at No- 
gales arc involved. 
Some time ago 


an cflicial of the treasury department 
having1 Nogales as his 'headquarters 
wrote tho department that he had 
reason to believe the official force at 
that point was corrupt, and that Chi- 
nese in large numbers were being 
smuggled across the -border for a con* 
ui deration, 


A secret service operative was sent 


there at once and plans laid to secure 
evidence against tho persons under 
suspicion. 
Several Chinamen were 


furnished with money and sent on to 
Jiny their wiy through the official 
ciii'don. This was accomplished with- 
out difficulty, the price demanded be- 
ing from $50 to $200.

service men also arranged with ono

Prince Ching-, at the request of the 
empress dowager, telegraphed to her 
verbatim the restrictions as to thy 
importation of arms. 


Li Huug Chauy, having practically 


conducted all the active negotiations, 
has retired into tfie background, leav- 
ing- to Prince Clung the responsibil- 
ity of consummating- the work. Earl 
Li finds himself in the same precari- 
ous position that he occupied at tha 
close of the negotiations following 
the war with Japan. 
The native 


press is unanimous in violently de- 
nouncing him for what is called his 
surrender to the foreigners, and a 
number of otlicials have petitioned 
the emperor for betraying his coun- 
try.

T-SANGPO IN ASIA THE .LOFTIEST OP ALL RIVERS—FLOWS 


•I'OU 1,00 MILES 11,000 FEET ABOVE THE SEA.

The T-saiig-po is in several respects 


the most remarkable river in the 
world. It is the highest of all navi- 
gable streams, Ho wing for nearly 
thousand miles at an elevation of 
from 11,000 to 14,000 feet. During 
the greater part of its course its cur- 
rent is sluggish, but for a •hundred 
miles or more the mip.hty river, in its 
descent to the coast plain, runs with. 
•the s-petfl 
of a mountain 
torrent. 


Thcugh one of the largest of central 
Asian streams, it lias never been fol- 
lowed from its souice to its mouth, 
and until recently it was doubtful 
or which of two well known rivurs 
it w.is the headwater. 


The Ts.ingpo rises in the extreme 


southwestern corner of Thibet, at u 
•height of nearly 15,000 feet. 
Ke- 


ceiving1 the drainage of the slopes of 
the Himalayas and of a little known 
Thibetan 
range 
running 
parallel 


with thcsa mountains, 
it soon be- 


comes a stream wide and deep enougih 
to be navigable. There is a consider- 
able boat traffic upon it at an eleva- 
tion of little below the. summit of 
Mount Blanc. It flows due east for 
some 800 miles, receiving1 numerous 
large tributaries from both south and 
north, and when near Lhasa it is, at 
low water, nearly a third of a mile 
wide and twenty feet deap; in flood. 
two miles 
wide and 
of unknown 


depth. In longtitude 94 decrees east 
it makes a sharp bend to -the south 
and passes through the Hhmlayas 
in a corn-re known only to the sav- 
ages who dwell ur.ou its precipitous 
banks.

it; r-.t a height of.from 8,000 to I I .000 
feet, but when it emerges in A<;s:im 
H is only 100 feet above sea level. 
From this poir.'t it pursues i\& shig- 
tyish way for another 800 mil«s as 
lhn Brahmaputra tn ihc Ganges and 
the bay or' Bangui. There has town 
a lonjv controversy, into llic details 
of which it is not ncccrjs.iry to enter. 
an to -v.-Jiclher the Ir.i-waddy or the 
Biahmiiputrn is the continuation of 
the TFfliippo. Though there lias foncn 
as yet no direct evidence—the last' 
expedient of tin-owing in marked Iflfcs 
in Thibet having' failed—the general 
consensus of scientific opinion is in 
•favor ii'f the Brahmaputra, and Un- 
-latest English gazetteer desoribss it 
under this name. 


II is h-.irdly to be expected that 


pure science -will ba much benefited 
by the lifting of the veil which hangs 
over this part of the river's course. 
But there can be little doubt that it 
hides scenes of -magnificent beauty 
and grandeur which will thrill the 
expectant world and give it new and 
nobler conceptions. 


Tli3 imagination fails to grasp the 


reality, as there is no other instance 
on earth of n large river dropping 
3,000 feet in 150 miles, pi tinging 
with n mad rush of a mountain brook 
•hummed in by ranges, whose peaks 
are from 13,000 to 22,000 feet 
in 


height. 
The native 
testimony 
is 


conclusive as to the existence of ftt 
least one awe inspiring fall before 
Thibetan territory is le-ft. 


Its attempted 
ascent 
from 
the 


plains of Assam has been absolutely 
prohibited hitherto 
by the Indian 


government on the entirely reason- 
able ground that there is almost a 
certainty that the explorer would be 
killtd by the savage Hishmis, who 
arc intolerably jealous of the presence 
cf a stranger in'their country. This 
would necessitate a punitive expedi- 
tion costly in treasure and in life- 
mi evil by no means commensurate 
•with the gain of having satisfied 
what IF, after all, pure curiosity. The 
Thibetan officials also, -while prevent- 
ing so far as they are able any white 
man from Thibet, for some unknown 
reason forbid Thibetans even to at- 
tempt to descend the river beyond 
their own frontier. 


The Tsangpo h.is been explored, 


however, with the- exception of this 
liiO miles, notwithstanding the oppo-

covered by an ox-hide, and they, 


seeing no harm in this request, 
granted it. Thereupon l)ido cut the 
kin into the thinnest possible strips, 
id stretching1 them from end to end, 


claimed all the soil they inclosed. 
This inclosed 
ground became the 


bourse — from the Greek word mean- 
ing ox-hide— of the subsequent city 
of Carthngn, and from it the hide as 
a land measure may have afterward, 
through the ages, made its way to 
England. 


A story something akin to tbe Dido 


incident, and possibly growing out of 
it, is told of the first coming1 of the 
Dutch to Manhattan. 
The Indians 


refused to give or sell any of their 
soil.

and tribal levies from the Ishak tribe 
to punish the Mullah's allies around 
Bohotele. 


"Colonel Sadler suggested raising 


native levies to deal with the 'in- 
tolerable situation.' 


'•On November 3 the consul general 


telegraphed that he heard from Har- 
rington that Menelek would co-oper- 
ate with a strong- force, and he, there- 
fore, strongly recommended immedi- 
ate concerted action to drive tlie Mul- 
lah out of Og-adeu.

WHAT WAS PAID INDIANS. 
Of the vast amount 'of money paid 


by the .government for its great pub- 
lic estate, nearly half, or about $200,- 
000,000, lias been paid to the Indians 


quit claim deeds to territory 


under their control. Another $100,- 
000,000 has been paid to stutes and 
'oreig-n countries for land. 
To sur- 


vey this land and pay the expenses 
of the land office from tho foundation 
of the government to the present day 
has cost nearly $200,000,000. 


When the United States govern- 


ment first went into the land busi- 
ness the only idea which prevailed 
was to sell the public domain in nny 
quantity to anyone who might .apply 
at such price as could be realized. 
This system practically prevailed un- 
til 1841, when the so-called pre- 
emption law v/as passed. This Is the 
first law which recognised 1GO acres 
of Iniid as being1 tho ideal sine i'or a 
farm or homestead. It was not pos- 
sible, however, to secure 
enoug-h 


land under this law to carry out the 
purposes of those desiring to create 
large holdings, so in 18G2 congress 
passed thr; homestead law, still leav- 
ing the pre-emption law in 
effect, 


however. 


The homestead law come nearer tn 


representing tlie ideas of those who 
believed thnl tho public land should 
je given to the people. This Inw re- 


ft Jive years' residence nnrt ovi- 


clenc of good intention in tlie matter 
of cultivation before title passed from 
the government to the settler.

ami schemers, however, soon became 
lissatisfied with this and had the law 
nnif-nded, so that after six months", 
•evidence the settlor could obtain 
itlu by paying1 $1.25 per acre for the 
and, instead-of getting it frne if lie 
ived on it for five years. In 187:1 
:lie timber culture law was passed, 
which gave the settler the opportuni- 
ty of acquiring another 100 acres by 
planting- a certain number of trees. 
Theoretically the law wns correct in 
jrinciple, but in practice the condi- 
tions were almost impossible, espec- 
ially on the semi-arid plains of tho 
west where few kinds of timber 
lourished. 


INIQUITOUS DESERT LAW. 


Still the land grabbers were not 


satisfied. 
A big ranch' company in 


California found it necessary to se- 
cure title to about 300,000 acres of 
and, which it desired to use for pns- 
turage; so this company agitated the 
enactment of a desert law, which en- 
abled them to secure title to the land 
by, ostensibly at least, 
furnishing 


that land witli an artificial water 
supply. This scheme worked so suc- 
cessfully that the demand for such n 
desert law became general, find in 
1875 congress passed what is known 
as the desnrt land net. 
This law 


still stands, and provides that any 
man can take up 640 acres of land 
and secure title thereto by creating- 
an artificial water supply sufficient 
for irrigation within three years from 
the date of the original filing. 


In 1801 congress became alarmed 


at the inroads which were being 
made upon the public domain, not by 
homeseekers, but by great corpora- 
tions and i-ndividual land grabbers, 
who were constantly adding to their 
domains by dishonest use of the vari- 
ous land privileges which were theo- 
retically intended only to be exercised 
by citizens of the United States seek- 
ing a permanent home for themselves 
and their families. Strenuous efforts 
were made to check these wholesale! 
land frauds, for under Hie laws as 
they then stood a citizen could se- 
cure 1,120 acres of land at compara- 
tively little, expense to himself, .ind 
without complying- with the purpose 
of the whole scheme—that of resi- 
dence and cultivation. 


PRE-EMPTION. 


On March 3, 1801, the agitation 


over this matter resulted in the re- 
peal of tho pre-emption and timber 
culture laws. Under the timber cul- 
ture law there had been 245,304 orig'- 
inal entries, covering an acreage of 
3G,OOY,I>28 acres. Up to the present 
time, out of all these filings, only 
58,213 final proofs, covering- 8,071,- 
2G1 acres, have heeu made, and it is 
a notorious 'fact that probably nin-^- 
t.enths of these patents have been in- 


to men who have not complied 


with the letter of the law, to, say 
nothing of the spirit. 
Tinder the 


system of land sales which prevailed 
before 1841, and under the pre- 
emption law up to the time of its re- 
peal in 1891, the government sold 
about 200,000,000 ncrcs of land to 
141,000 people. Patents are still bo- 
ing- issued under the pre-emption and 
timber culture laws, owing to the de- 
lays occasioned by contest:and for 
other reasons.
